rine, for which licanse he orsha shall pay,
if & retaiior, the anoual sum of $100; ifs
hotal praprietor ar restasrant keeper, §50,
aod il a boarding house keoper, the an-
unosl sum of $10. Hefore any person shall
sell or bave in his or her possession olwo-
wmargaring he or she shall te required o
prooure s sign or signs eclearly setting
forth that he or she ls engaged in the sale
of oleoargarioe; these sigus shail be
